P Firemen in Waiting. 

AS a result of the conference 
firemen, not in uniform 
equipped with chemical fire ex 
guishers, were waiting in the viclalts 
of Washington boulevard and Van- 
deventer avenue when the fire broke 
Detective Sergeant William 
Murphy of the arson squad and four 
other detectives also were concealed 
in the neighborhood, one of the de- 
tectives being stationed near a fire- 
alarm box. 

‘At 1:10 p. m., flames and smoke 
burst from a rear window on the 
Second floor of the Berry building. 
The waiting firemen rushed in with 
their extinguishers, a ‘detective hid- 
ing in the alley signaled the deter- 
box, who 
turned in an alarm, and other detec- 
tives grabbed .Berry, Scarborough 
and one of Berry's pupils as they 
ran from the burning building. 

The fire was extinguished in 20 
minutes, although the flames had 
spread rapidly throughout the entire 
upper floor and the rear part of the 
lower floor. Firemen reported that 
upon entering the building they en- 
countered an odor of gasoline and 
sulphur. Scarborough had informed 
detectives that gasoline’ was to be 
the chief factor of the fire. 

Employe’s Story. 

“This thing was plannéd Monday,”’ 
said Scarborough,. when the prison- 
police headquarters. 
“Berry told me he needed money to 
pay bills and rent. He asked me to 
help him set fire to the place, and) 
said that as soon as he collected the 
$2000 insurance he would be in a 
position to pay me $40 a week. “This 
is between the two of us, and it will 
go through if neither of us talks,” he 
told me. 

“We rigged up a small wooten box 
with a strip of sand paper tacked to 
the bottom. Then we nailed a block 
to the side of the box near the top. 
To this we attached a stick with a 
bolt so that it would serve as an 
arm. We placed matches im the low- 
er end of the arm, measuring the 
outfit so that when the arm was 
moved the match heads would 
scrape along the sand paper and 
ignite. 

“The box was then stuffed with 
shavings, soaked with gasoline, and 
the box was placed behind the 
framework of a motor truck. A gal- 
lon can of gasoline was placed on the 
seat of the trick and tilted so that 
it coudl easily be upset. A string 
was attached to the neck of the cen 
and another string was fastened to 
the upper part of the arm in ‘he box. 
Berry called the arm the ‘trigger.’ 

“The _ strings were then run 
through slits in the flooring so that 
they coujd be pulled from the first 
floor. Another gallon can of gaso- 
line was placed on another truck and 
a string attached to that can was run 
to a landing midway - between the 
first and second floers. 

Method of Signal Described. 

“I was to ignite a third can of 
gasoline on the second floor, start 
an automobile to ‘backfiring’ and 
then rap on the lfoor three fimes 
with a hammer. That was to be the 
signal for Berry to pull the two 
strings on the first floor and ag I 
ran downstairs I was to pull the 
third string on the landing.

He aroused the hatred of the 
Socialists in the conduct of his 
paper, however, by hig campaign 
in favor of Italy’s entrance into 
the World War on the side of 
the Entente. He left a number 
of small debts in this city and at 
Lausanne which upon his depart- 
ure he laughingly promised to 
pay when he should become a 
member of the Italian Govern- 
ment.

Testimony has 
been that the revolver lay, rather 
than was clenched, in the hand and 
Mrs, Pyle has insisted that when the 
body fell the revolver would have 
popped out of the hand and would 
not have rested in the palm loosely, 
as was testified it did. She then led 
the Chief of Police on a search of 
the house from cellar to second 
floor. She apparently was seeking 
a weapon of some sort. She has been 
told, she said, that the rector and

Ne Weapon Found in Search. 

The search, which was minute, dis- 
closed no weapons.

In our October statement we showed that we have this year added to our 
rolling. equipment new cars and locomotives costing a total of more than $14,000,000. 
These purchgises iycluded sixty-five locomotives. Since that statement was published 
we have purchased, in addition, seventy-five large freight locomotives, making a total 
of 140 locomotives purchased this year. However, we are handling the largest traf- 
fic in thé history of this system, and our patrons doubtless will continue tobe incon-

The miners’ strike, which continued for nearly five months, and the railway shop- 
men's strike have naturally had an effect upon the present shortage of transportation, 
/ but the main cause goes far deeper than those strikes. 


What is commonly called the ‘‘car ‘shortage’ 
a? of railway facilities, including locomotives, freight cars, passing tracks, terminal facil- 
ities, etc.., For a number of years the rate at which the railroads have been able to 
merease their facilities has gradually fallen off. while the ton mileage hauled, which 
represents the public demand for transportation, has been gaining steadily. | |

In the seven years ended with 1907 the number of locomotives increased 2,500 
& year, and the number of freight cars 90.000 a vear. In the next seven Years the 
number of locomotives inereased only 1,500 a year, and the number of freight cars only 
50,000 a year. In the seven vears ended with 1921 the number of locomotives inn 
creased only 275 a year, and the number of freight. cars only 6,000 a vear. The in- 
crease in the number of locomotives in the seven years ended with 1921 was only 
one-ninth as great as in the seven years ended with 1907, while the increase in the 
number of freight cars was only one-fifteenth af great. The decline in the amount 
and capacity of the equipment provided has been accompanied by a corresponding de- 
cline in other facilitiés. The condition eannot continue without eausing frequently 
recurring losses of a serious nature to the country. | 


During periods of business depression, when there is a surplus of transportation, 
the railroads should be most active in enlarging and extending their facilities for 
future needs, but that has not been possible in the past because business depressions 
have been accompanied hy widespread demands for reduced rates. Such agitations 
discourage alway managements when questions of recommending extensive and 
costly improvements are being considered and drive investors away from railway 
securities. When the confidence of inYestors in railway securities is fullv restored 
large expenditures for additions and betterments can be made, and the railroads will 
then to be able to supply all necessary transportation. This is the “railway question ae 
a nutshell. 4

Miss Robertson has opposed in 
Congress all legislation in which 
women were actively interested. She 
is even opposed to woman suffrage 
and has stated that she “hopes 
women will never be largeiy repre- 
sented in Congress.” 

he reason she is likely to be re- 
turned to Congress, I am told, is be- 
cause she has obtained for her dis- 
trict more favorable legislation than 
any of her predecessors in office. 
They like “Miss Alice” down at 
Washington. She has commanded 
respect among her colleagues.

As to other women candidates, 
though their positions in the light 
of surface indications, with great 


partisan odds against them, seem 
more or less hopeless, there still re- 
main those comparatively untried 
factors for conjecture, the appeal 
of the woman candidate as such, and 
the appeal to voters as women. It 
would be a_ revelation, indeed, of 
changing sentiment, of progress, of 
a growing sense of justice, if partl- 
san alignments were cut into and 
women elected because of the fact, 
or in spite of the fact, that they are 
women. I do not anticipate any 
such revelation. But even though 
women largely are defeated in these 
elections, they will not have failed 
in the most significant sense. The 
significant thing is the contribution 
they have made to the campaign. 
In many cases these contributions 
have been most enlightening of wom-

less causes, the party leaders have 
seen to it that women of distinctly 
winning qualities were named. Mrs.

The Major is said to be a Southern 
gentleman of the old school’ who 
couldn't say anything except some- 
thing nice about any woman and 
especially one so lovely and charm- 
ing as Mrs. Patterson. The result of 
the contest has been a battle of 
bouquets, each candidate trying to 
outdo the other in saying nice things. 
About as far as Mrs. Patterson has 
gone is to insinuate that, for all his 
reputation for courtesy, the Major ig 
the first Southern gentleman known 
who will not give his seat to a lady. 
That must prove a severe strain 
upon the Major’s sense of chivalry. 
It only remains to be seen whether 
he breaks under the strain. 

Mrs. Douglas, in Iowa, is making 
her appeal upon the issues of prin-
